This institution records its most sincere thanks to its 
contributors, especially all those un-named who have 
so very generously contributed financially towards its 
printing. In actual fact we all feel privileged to have 
been assigned this project by its author, Aba Anees 
Muhammad Barkat ‘Ali, whose supplications alone 
have brought it to fruition. Sadly, he passed away on 
16 Ramadan ul-Mubarak 1417 AH (26 January 1997 
CE), leaving milloins of his novices mourning the 
tragic loss. The much felt void thus created in the 
realm of Fagr will be hard to fill in by a spiritual man of 
his stature.

(u) on it is in altered form equivalent to the meaning 
‘one, one’. It is not unlikely that the name of the Holy 
Prophet 2%#i)2 in the Torah might have appeared in 
the form which is equivalent to its altered form in 
Arabic. The reason for equating it with the repeated 
form Wahid Wahid (one, one) is that he 2}: is 
unique in various respects. 

From Wahid the equivalent form Uhdd is used in order 
to indicate its meaning in concise form. It is always better 
to use a synonym that is concise since it avoids 
unnecessary repetition. The name Uhdd is among those 
that Allah the Almighty has chosen for His Beloved 
Prophet ie .

I rode forward, faced the 
enemy and fought in the name of Allah the Almighty in 
the presence of the Almighty Allah's Prophet 22&i):, 
and even if my father had confronted me at that time I 
would have definitely killed him in support of the Holy 
Prophet 25éiJ4.

And the same attribute (of mercy) is 
associated with Allah the Almighty as in Bismilla-hir 
Rahma-nir Rahim (In the Name of Allah the Beneficent, 
the Merciful). So the Almighty Allah's Apostle ei) is 

not unique or merciful in the sense that Allah the 
Almighty is. He is unique and unparalleled (in mercy) in 
relation to Allah the Almighty's creation. Rather, he is a 
unique pearl, the like of which cannot be found in the 
whole Universe.

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ALAhad means the one who is unique in the whole of 
Allah the Almighty's creation, an account of his 
distinctive and perfect qualities, and for his closeness to 
Allah (Al-Hagq). This noun (AlAhad) is also an 
identical adjective.

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The word Ahsan is the superlative form of Hasan, 
which means 'the one whose physical features are of the 
correct proportions and who possesses the perfect 
qualities’ i.e. the one who is perfect in personality.
